There is no one branch of industry 
the merchant-He marine about 
which so little is generally known and 
the work in which, iu proportion to 
its great importance, is so little under- 
stood or appreciated as the engineer's 
department on a great ocean liner, 
says the Brooklyn Eagle. I 
ha° been given to the afTah 
ranches of steamship serv 
ay, therefore, be of iutere 
brief sketch of the duties 
of the men whose duty it is 
team and produce speed o 
els. The engineer's depa 
ach of the great Cunard 
jucania aud Campania, consists 01 
Gl men, as follows: 1 cheif engiii- 
er, 21 engineers, two refrigerating 
ngineers, 1 boiler maker, 2 electri- 
iaus 2 storekeepers, 2 ' donkey men," 
20 greasers, CO trimmers aud 

The Majestic aud Teuuonic 
each require the services of from 160 
en in their engiurooms. 
iber20are engineers and 60 
are firemen. Eeach watch is made 
up of at least 6 engineers, six gic 
20 firemen. 14 trimmers, aud au 
trlelan and two greasers under fa 
The duties of a chiet engineei 
multifarious and oppressive, and 
though he does not keep watch, 
trained ear is kept listening to the 
hjat of the engines, and at anytime of 
the day or night ho receives reports

1802 the steamers of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Company consumed 760,- 
066 tons of coal, costing over $3,000,- 
0<J0. 

The wages of marine engineers and 
firemen vary according to the trade 
in which tho steamer is eugaged, aud 
the size of the vessel . Ou the North 
Atlantic route the wages are general- 
ly higher than on other route. For

When to Prune 

That wo should prune with a knife 
.ther than a saw, is an old and wise 
doctrine. It involves the cutting 
a wav of superfluous wood while that 
is yet small and soft. As a general 
rule, says the American Agriculturist, 
it is wlso to prune about the time the 
buds are breaking and the growth is 
most active. This is especially the 
case where, because of previous neg- 
lect, or from accidents, it becomes 
necessary jo remove larger limbs than 
be cut with a knife. The wouuds 
thus made will, if the pruning bo done 
at the beginning of the season, most 
rapidly heal over.

Wheu lliau attempts 10 preserve 
large forests without protecting the 
ground with plow or by other agon- 
ies, he usually fails. To save the 
>resis. he carfully tries to prevetrt 
res ; their grass, leaves, bark, twigs 
rid boughs, gather upon tne surface 
of the earth from year to year, until a 
thick coating of inflammable material 
la formed . Immunity from lire thus 
furnishes food for Are ; and when a 
dry season cornes, an accidental spark 
starts a great couflagatiou, which 
spreads with the wind as otrly "wild- 
spreads, aud the great accunur- 
n ot combustible material makes 
seeping feme which destroys 
every thing before it. It is thus that 
Ire forests of the Northwest, which 
are largely held for lumber purposes, 
aro subject to tires that destroy prop- 
tyouagreat scale, and even de- 
stroys human life. 

When the rainfall is sulBciout pro- 
tection, arrd tires are not kindled, tor- 
prevail. In Southern latitudes 
low tltltodtM the trees attain^ t 
greater size than irr northern latitude!

general rule. In Washington, Ore- 
arid California, gigantic forests 
are found developed by humid lands 
that lie near the Pacific coast, while 
other groves of great trees stand orr 
1 he slopes of the Sierras that face the 
the great ocearr. Where tho moisture 
more than fifty inches, and where 
her climatic uoirdilious are favora- 
ble, dense forests of gigantic trees, 
with tangled masses ot undergrowth, 
tretch over tlru larrd. Irr the great 
alley of California, livc-osk groves 
abound, arrd the trees are gnarled and 
picturesque. In mire arid lands, 
groves of low, spreading, gnarled 
piliorrs and ceda-s are scattered at 
1 intervals. In early times, |,c- 
Ihn prairie region was settled, 

uling bur-oaks, that from a dis- 
tance looked like orchards; and in 
fact they were orchards of acorrrs. In 
the humid lands, and especially in 
the tropic lands of' Florida the great 
trees aro often draped with festoons 
of "Spanish moss," and decorated 
th beautiful orchids. In tho valley 



the Alleghany Plateaus, tuo Ap- 
palachian Mountains attd tho Pied- 
mont Plateaus, great tulip trees stand, 
with stately poles and light branches 
that bear most beautiful flowers. In 
overy flood plain of tire United States, 
sycamores with smoothe trunks, broad 
ins, and expanding leavos, spread a 
swoet shade over the ground when 
tho summer sun is fierce. By every 
river, creek aud brook tho willows 
rrd, and dip their delicato leaves 
o the murmuring waters. In the 
ponds and lakes of the United States, 
water lilies grow, and on all the hill- 
sides roses bloom. Late in the sum- 
summer the goldeirrod bursts into 
flame along the northern border of

nthward until it drops by the Gulf. 

Before the settlement of America by 
the Europeans, while the land was 
yet under the sway of savage tribes, 



the whole country was annually 
bunted over, and wherever forests 
cotrld be destroyed they were swept 
away; but when • the lands were 
plowed, the fires were stopped; and 
vast regions that were prairies at that 
time are now forest-clad. To-day 
the forests of the United Stales aro 
somewhat more extensive than they 
were at the lauding of Columbus, 
while the prevention of fires saves 
somo trees, the ax fell others, so tint 
marry forest regions have been trans- 
formed into fields ; yet to-day fires de- 
slrow more trees than the ax. 

The growth of trees depends upon 
rainfall, but partly also upon care. 
Seeiirg that arid lands are treeless, 
many observers reach the conclusion 
that aridity is duo to the destruction 
of tho forests. The effect is mistaken 
for (he cause. This superstition has 
widely prevailed, and many of those 
who have not studied this subject be- 
lieve that rain In 1 1 can be increased by 
the planting of tr.es. This subject 
has been most carefully and thor- 
oughly investigated by scientific men, 
and they are not able to discover that 
the preseuceor absence of trees either 
increrease or diminish the rainfall : 
and yet this mythe is told all over the 
land.— John W. Powell, of the U. 8. 
Geological Survey, in ' National Geo- 
graphic Monographs "

"Three negroes were lynched Sat- 
urday night in a denso swamp on the 
Sawanee river by white men foi 
sanltiug a white girl. It was reported 
that tl.ev were flayed alive and then 
burned after being subjected to flight- 

"The crime for which the negroes 
were put to death was terrible. The 
scene of the crime was in Lafayc 

unty.
